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THE NAVAL 
~ BLOCKADE 


Britain’s most potent 
weapon against her foes is 
the constant pressure of 
the blockade. It was that 
slow, inevitable strangle- 
hold that in the last war 
sapped Germany’s stub-- 
born powers of endurance 
so greatly that the coun- 
try refused to face a fifth 
winter of privation, and 
‘collapsed in defeat. It is 
the same naval instru- 
ment that month by 
month constricts more 
and more uncomfortably 
the breathing room of 
Hitler’s Germany. Cer- 
tainly Germany will not 
lack for food and many 
other materials in this 
second winter of its totali- 
tarian war. If there is any 
food famine in overrun 
Europe before next har- 
vest, Germany will be 
directly responsible for it. 
As R. W. B. Clarke says in 
“Britain’s Blockade,” one 
of the latest of the au- 
thoritative Oxford Pam- 
phiets, “As a long-term 
proposition the blockade 
of Nazi-dominated Europe 
cannot create starvation, 
much less famine, unless 
there is a catastrophic 
failure of harvest. Enough 
bread-grains can certain- 
ly be produced, supple- 
mented by potatoes, to 
provide enough calories 
for every European 


The Nazis, in fact, are the 
only people who have it in 
their power to create star- 
vation in Europe.” 


Britain has firmly turn- 
ed down American pro- 
posals to send free food to 
Europe, not for any lack 
of humanitarian feeling 
towards the victims of 
Nazidom, but because of 
the treatment that Hoo- 
ver’s Relief Commission 
suffered at the hands of 
the Germans in the last 
war. To relieve hardship 
would give the less scru- 
pulous Nazis a golden op- 
portunity to evade their 
responsibilities, to make 
propaganda against Bri- 
tain, and to get some free 
food, not only for the 
armies of occupation, but 


also for delivery to Ger-. 
many, some of it to. be 


turned into munitions.

NATIONS, like individuals, feel 
stronger for: the approbation 
of others in time of trial, It con- 
firms their belief in their cause 
and in themgelves. “The moral 
support that comes from a sense 
of unity, if not of ‘personal com~ 
radeship, is ill exchanged for the 
chilly, though splendid, isolation 
of the Athanasian attitude of one 
against all the rest.

Hugo’s Fine Phrase 


It has helped to lift some of 
their worst apprehensions for 
themselves, The island bulwark of 
Freedom still stands. “Kepe 
thamyralte” was the advice of a 
sagacious counsellor 500 years ago, 
whose name unfortunately has 
been lost. The words have an odd 
look in their antique spelting, yet 
the sense is but thinly plated over. 
Keep the Admiralty is Tudor Eng- 
lish for Rule the Waves. And this 
good counsellor added the reason 
why: 


That we be maysters of the 
Nurrowe sea. 


A month of grim fighting has 
convinced the world that Britain 


still keeps the Admiralty of the 
narrow seas and has added thereto 


the Admiralty of the Air above it. 
Our friends have been most gener- 
ous In their acknowledgment. 

A recent “Message For To-Day” 
consisted of a passage from Victor 
Hugo which probably communi- 
cated to many readers a thrill of 
Bure pleasure. It was so generous 
It was so cheer- 
ing and so. -frue. - 

“England may be justly proud 
of her colossal strength and god- 
Stretched upon a 
rock rests the genius of England. 
She waits her hour but counts not 
the hours between.” 


Im what year that passage was 
written I do not know, nor have 
I had the courage to search the 
many volumes of the Great 
Romantic in hope of finding it. Lf 
it was penned during his 18 years 
of exile in Jersey and Guernsey, 
while he watched the full meri- 
dian splendour of the Third Em-

pire and its sudden plunge into 
the dark, it may be observed that 
not all exiles are half so grateful 
to the land which gives them safe 
shelter from their enemies. In- 
deed, for every political exile, 
from the days of the French Ter- 
ror to the Red, who expressed an 
appreciative understanding of 
England, a score remained con- 
scious chiefly of their acute dis- 
comforts in strange and uncon- 
gemal surroundings, or, like the 
adder in the story, bit the hand 
which warmed. them at its fires. 
We may be the more grateful, 
therefore, to the supreme egoist, 
who scorned the ordinary vocabu- 
lary of abuse of ‘‘perfide Albion’ 
and the like and lavished upon 
England so superb a_panegyric. 
Mark, too, how it continues: 


“Her virtue and her patience 


chave triumphed. The lamp of her 


faith, kindled upon apostolic al- 
tars, burns as a beacon to man- 
kind. Her example has regenerat- 
ed the erring; her mildness has 
rebuked the rabellious; and her 
greatness has enchanted the good.’ 

Whence did Hugo derive his 
simile of the genius of England 
stretched upon a rock, waiting for 
the hour and regardless of the 


slow passage of the painful hours 
between? I suppose he was think- 
ing of the old legerid of Prome- 
theus chained to his rock, with the 
vulture for ever plucking at his 
vitals, in: punishment fof his hav- 
ing stolen Fire from Heaven and 
bestowing it as the first of all 
blessings upon Man. And _ this 
Fire, which, “kindled upon apos- 
tolic altars,” {ltumes the lamp of 
Engiland’s Faith, what is it but the 
light of Liberty and Freedom, 
which the evil forces in the world 
are for ever striving to put out? 

Unqualified eulogy is tolerable 
only in epitaphs and epitaphs are 
for the dead. England lives and 
to live in a world of men is to 
blunder often and fall far short of 
the stature of perfection, But the 
will to approximate to perfection 
is there, and the national rule of 
life has never been quite obliter- 
ated even when achievement has 
sunk to its lowest level. 


England has been pulled up 
with a sudden jerk many times 
after living too easily, too care~- 
lessly and too slothfully upon the 
honey in her hive. Liberty and. 
Freedom have produced Demo- 
eracy, and Democracy is the most 
dificult form of government yet 
invented and not the easiest, as se 
many of its most vehement advo- 
cates but worst friends would 
have us believe. For it encour- 
ages Make-Believe—the bubbles 
which please the eye as they float 
away into the inane or collapse 
at the first contact with hard real- 
ity. The Make-Believe that there 
would—and could—be no more 
war landed us where we are, but 
mercifully on our feet, wide~ 
awake and in the mood for. 
strenuous action.

“¥ think we must get rid of 
slavery” wrote a far-seeing 
American in 1856 “or we must.get 
rid of Freedom.”

It is a curious experience to be

‘of Wight is still nearer, but if the 
sea is angry or a fog comes down 
you may be cut off from land for 
days on end.

Army in Command 


The conditions of life are partly 
those of a lighthouse and vartly 
of a warship.

FOOTBALL MUST STOP during air raid 
“alerts,” and the spotter system recently adopted by 
some clubs must cease, states a message from Lon- 


don. 


This is an order-of the Football Association 


to the clubs under their jurisdiction. 


When approached on the subject 
the F.A. said: “The Ministry of 
Home Security has informed us 
that they do not feel justified in 
accepting the risk of bombs falling 
on a crowd of spectators in the 
open and feel bound, therefore, to 
request this Association to con- 
tinue for the present, the practice 
of suspending matches when 4 
warning is received.” 

At the staft of the season, the 
Ministry of Home Security decid- 
ed that in the event of an air raid

warning football matches should 
be suspended until the “raiders 
passed signal. Managements 
were told to advise spectators to 
take refuge on the ground under 
the stands or in any other shelter 
on the ground, but not to leave 
the ground to seek shelter else- 
where.

Britain’s most potent 
weapon against her foes is 
the constant pressure of 
the blockade. It was that 
slow, inevitable strangle- 
hold that in the last war 
sapped Germany’s stub- 
born powers of endurance 
so greatly that the coun- 
try refused to face a fifth 
winter of privation, and 
collapsed in defeat. It is 
the same naval instru-

And this 
good counsellor added the reason 
why: 


That we be maysters of the 
nurrowe sea. 


A month of grim fighting has 
convinced the world that Britain 
sull keeps the Admiralty of the 
narrow seas and has added thereto 


That is why we read with such- 


the Admiralty of the Air’ ‘above it. 
friends have been most gener- 
ous. in their acknowledgment. 

A recent “Message For:To- Day” 
consisted of a passage from Victor 
Hugo which. probably communi- 
cated to many readers a thrill of 
Pure pleasure, It was so generous 
and so apposite. It was so cheer- 
ing and so true. 

“England may be justly proud 
of her colossal strength and god- 
like repose. Stretched upon a 
rock rests the genius of England. 
She waits her hour but counts not 
the hours between.” 


In what year that passage was 
written I do not. know, nor have 
I had the courage to search the 
many volumes of the Great 
Romantic in hope of finding it. If 
it was penned during his 18 years 
of exile in Jersey and Guernsey, 
while he watched the full meri- 
dian splendour of the Third Em-

England lives and 
to live in a world of men is to 
blunder often and fall far short of 
the stature of perfection, But the 
will to approximate to perfection 
is there, and the national rule of 
life has never been quite obliter- 
ated even when achievement has 
sunk to its lowest level. 


England has been pulled up 
with a sudden jerk many times 
after living too easily, too care- 
lessly and too slothfully upon the 
honey in her hive. Liberty and 
Freedom have produced Demo- 

cy, and Democracy is the most 

cult form of government yet 
invented and not the easiest, as so 
many of its most vehement advo- 
cates but worst friends would 
have us believe. For it encour- 
ages Make-Believe—the bubbles 
which please the eye as they float 
away into the inane or collapse 


at the first contact with hard real- 
ity. The Make-Believe that there 
would—and could—be no more 
war landed us where we are, but 
mercifully on our feet, wide- 
awake and in the mood for 
strenuous action. 


‘New Order’ Spectre 


“I think we must get rid of 
slavery” wrote a far-seeing 
American in 1856 “or we must, get 
rid of Freedom.” His compatriots 
had to Oght a bitter Civil War a 
few years later to decide which 
they would retain and which re- 
ject. We in our turn are fighting 
the most desperate of all our wars 
to decide whether we are to get 
tid of Freedom or of Hitlerism,

It always gives me_ singular 
pleasure when I light upon out- 
spoken and ungrudging tributes 
paid by eminent Americans to the 
English character as being the 
nearest in kind to their own. 
Happily, there have always heen 
such Americans, even when An- 
flo-American relations have been 
at. their worst, who have not 
shrunk from proclaiming their 
faith in:Great Britain as one;of 
the strongest pillars of political 
Liberty. 


Ignoring the froth and spume’ of 
current controversies, refusing, to 
be swayed by this section or that 
of American opinion which has 
had its own reasons for nursing an 
ancient grudge with England; un- 
moved by transient squabbles over 
boundaries and tariffs or resent- 
ments at ilkl-kept: pledges, or what 
has seemed:a- wilful lack of sym- 
pathy and. understanding, these 
Americans have never doubted 
that the British people were like-. 
minded with themselves on the 
major problems of public and pri- 
vate conduct. The blood tie

English F.A. 
Issues Order 


FOOTBALL MUST STOP during air raid 
“alerts,” and the spotter system recently adopted by 
some clubs must cease, states a message from Lon- 
don. This is an order ‘of the Football Association 
to the clubs under their jurisdiction. 


When approathed on the subject 
the F.A. said: “The Ministry of 
Home Security has informed us 
that they do not feel justified in 
accepting the risk of bombs falling 
on a crowd of spectators in the 
open and feel bound, therefore, to 
request this Association to con- 
tinue for the present, the practice 
of suspending matches when a 
warning is received.” 

At the start of the season, the 
Ministry of Home Security decid- 
ed that in the event of an air raid 


warning football matches should 
be susnended unui the “raiders 
passed’ signal. Managements 
were told tu advise spectators to 
take refuge on the ground under 
the stands or in any other shelter 
on the ground, but not to leave 
the ground to seek shelter else- 
where, Spectators were at liberty 
to go to their homes, These gen; 
eral arrangements were, however, 
subject to any modification the 
police might consider desirable for 
any particular ground.

England lives and 
to live in a world of men is to 
blunder often-and fall far short of 
the stature of perfection, But the 
will to approximate to perfettion 
is there, and the national rule of 
life has never been quite obliter- 
ated even when achievement has 
sunk to its lowest level. 


England has been pulled up 
with a sudden jerk many times 
after living too easily, too care- 
lessly and too slothfully upon the 
honey in her hive. Liberty and 
Freedom have produced Demo- 
cracy, and Democracy is the most 
difficult form of government yet 
invented and. not the easies!, as so 
many of its most vehement advo- 
cates but worst . frends would 
have us believe, For it encour- 
ages Make-Believe—the bubbles 
which please the eye as they float 
away into the inane or collapse 
at the first contact with hard real- 
ity. The Make-Belfe'e that there 
would—and could—be no more 
war landed us where we are, but 
mercifully on our feet, wide- 
awake and in the mood _ for 
strenuous action. 


‘New Order’ Spectre 


“I think we must get rid of 
slavery” wrote a far-seeing 
American in 1856 “or we must get 
rid og Freedom.” His compatriots 
had to fight a bitter Civil War a 
few years later tu decide which 
they would: retain and which re- 
ject. We in our turn are fighting 
the most desperate of all our wars 
to decide whether we are to get 
rid of Freedom or of Hitlerism, 
which, with Fascism and sundry 


At the same time the Panama. 
Canal must be destroyed,- as the 
maintenance of traffic through it 
would facilitate supplies to the 
American Navy, 

Attacks should be made on the 
canal by an effective air fteet, The 
destruction of the canal and the 
American Fleet would literally be 
half the battle.

other variants is Freedom’s im- 
placable foe. 

The “New Order” which Europo 
is offered by the Axis Powers is 
no more than a shrouded Shape, 
undefined in outline, but black and 
menacing, suggesting hidden ter- 
rors and oppressions, new subjec- 
tions of body and mind, new in- 
famies in tyranny and its instru- 
ments and new and more abject 
subserviences in the slave. 

England stands for the Freedom 
that she has made her own 
through the centuries, Her free 
and unbandaged eyes pierce the 
Shape and can trace the foul 
abominations which lurk within. 
The fate of the Czechs and the 
Poles—marked down for utter ex- 
termination as a State by the 
apostles of blood and iron from 
Bismarck, onwards—is sufficient 
warning what would be our own. 

“If a tyrant’s hand descends on 
Englund, a conqueror with his 
armies, let none think to escape. 
None, say I. Is there one of Eng- 
lish blood who while he lives will 
feel the joy as heretofore of prim- 
roses in spring, the scent of sum-~ 
mer meadows, the carolling of 
birds, the good fellowship of mar- 
ket day? The very laughter of 
the children will be hollow, We 
shall be a different people.’ Mr. 
Speaker, we are not of different 
fibre from our forebears.” 

Thus Mr. Pitt, in one: -of . his 
rarest moods, in 1803, and the 
moving sentences refute the libel 
that he was cold and bloodless, 
Every word is no less true of to- 
day. save that it would be reclcon- 
ed a crime for our children to 
laugh at all.

boundaries and! tariffy: or resent- 
ments at ill-kept pledges or what 
has seemed a: wilfal lack .of sym- 
pathy and umderstanding, these 
Americans have, never doubted 
that the British péople were like- 
minded with themselves on the 
major problems of public and ‘pri- 
vate conduct. The: blood tie 
‘counts each year for less and less 
as the earliest strains.become more 
diluted. What matters now is 
similarity or identity: of ideal, 
codes of conduct, rules. of life.

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No Case Made. 


A PLEA THAT Captain H. L. Reeves, R.E., had 
no case to answer was submitted by the Defending 
Officer, Lieutenant H. S. Badger when the court- 
martial was resumed with 22 charges, relating fo 
certain deficiencies in fuel lubrication accounts. 


Lieut. Badger submitted that 
the Prosecution had not establish- 
ed a prima facie case against the 
accused; and that he should not, 
therefore, be called upon for his 
defence. 

“For the purpose of the submis- 
sion, | will divide the 22 charges 
against the accused into the same 
four groups as those inté which 
they were divided by the Prose- 
cution. 

“The first group comprises the 
charges numbered 1, 2 and 3. 
Each of these charges contains a 
common feature in that, before the 
accused can be called upon to 
answer any one of them, it must 
be established beyond all doubt 
that on September 30, 1940, there 
existed discrepancies between the 
balance shown by the Ledger and 
the remaining stocks held by the 
uccused as Officer in charge of 
the Petrol and Lubricant Account 
in the nature (in the case of the 
first charge) of certain deficiencies 
and (in the case of the third 
charge) of certain surpluses.” 


“Logically Unsound’”’ 


2/Lt. Badger then explained in 
detail the method by which the 
Prosecution had endeavoured to 
establish that such discrepancies 
existed on that day, and added: 
“This method, though logically un- 
sound, is mathematically correct.” 

The Defending Officer accepted 
certain figures produced by the 
prosecution; but he did not accept 
—and he asked for the Court not 
to accept—the figures representing 
the actual stocks on October 28. 
1940, and proceeded: “Before | 
examine the method by which, 
according to the evidence for the 
prosecution, the ‘Actual Stocks’ on 
October 28, were ascertained, let 
me remind the Court that the re- 
sulting figures form an integral 
part of the calculation upon 
which the prosecution has based 
its allegations of discrepancies 
and, as such, require the most 
careful scrutiny.” 


He then examined the evidence 
showing how those figures were 
arrived at on October 27, and con- 
tinued: “On October 28 those fig- 
ures were checked by Major Mur- 
ray and Capt. Le Seelleur. Let 
me. first remind the Court that 
capt Le Seelleur is the witness 
put forward by the Prosecution to 
testify as to the accuracy of those 
figures. He says, ‘We had a long 
piece of wood and we stuck it into 
the barrels,. Some of the barrels 
were full; some were not. We 
guaged roughly those that were 
full — I mean, we took as full. 
The dip-stick. was not graduated: 
but we had a tape-measure, or 
ruler, or something, jwith us, 
Major Murray measured along the 
stick with something and we thus 
agreed what the contents of each 
barrel were.’ 

“As I have said, Capt. Le Seel- 
leur has been brought forward by 
the ‘prosecution to verify the 
figures in the Exhibits “N.1" and 
“N.2” representing’ the Stock on 
October 28, 1940. Let me quote a 
little more’ of his evidence under 
cross-examination relating to the 
checking of those figures, 

Q. ‘Was a note ‘made of the con- 
- tents at .thé time when they 
were.examined? I refer to.the 

contents of the. Store.’ . 
A. ‘Well,.that -is, no—of the con- 

tents of the Store.. Major Mut- 

ray was checking stock him- 

’ self. ..1 was checking at. the 

same. time. At the’end of it, we 
.. compared our “answers. and 
“whey .we ‘agreed I wrote them 

_ down; and. I -altered some. of 

the: figures accordingly.’ *

16, he said — “In each of these 
charges, the accused is charged 
with being privy to the making 
of a false statement in a document 
of which it was his duty to ascer- 
taln the accuracy.” 


His first argument with regard 
to the second group followed from 
the fact that, in each charge, it 
was alleged that the Army Form 
G.825 to which the charge relat- 
ed was a document of which it 
was the duty of the accused to 
ascertain the accuracy. 

He examined the evidence given 
by Major Grose, pointing out that 
at the time when the accused was 
alleged to have committed the 
offences he was accused's Com- 
pany Commander, and said that 
his orders were that the accused 
should check back and find out to 
whom the issues had been made 
and obtain signatures from those 
people. 

The Defending Officer enumer- 
ated certain facts to which Major 
Grose had _ deposed, including, 
“That, so far as he knew, in order 
to carry out his instructions the 
accused would have to rely on his 
own and other peoples’ memor- 
jes."” 


Accused’s Duty 


He added—“In view of the or- 
ders given to accused by Major 
Grose (his superior Officer), and 
in view of the knowledge which 
Major Grose admits having had of 
what those orders entailed, can it 
be said that it was the duty of the 
accused to ascertain the accuracy 
of the Army Forms which came 
into existence as a result of such 
orders? I submit that it cannot.” 

Each of these charges alleged 
that the Accused was privy to 
the making of a false statement 
in an Army Form G.825. The 
Prosecution had not adduced one 
shred of evidence to show thai 
the accused ordered anybecdy to 
sign the Form or get it signed, 
suw anybody sign it, or knew that 
it was ever going to be signed 
and he submitted that, in the 
absence of that evidence, the 
prosecution could not possibly. 
support any allegation that the 
accused was privy to the making 
of the statement in that docu- 
ment, for — he said -——- the docu- 
ment did not contain any state- 
ment until it bore a signature. 


No Signature 


The third group of charges 
comprises those numbered 5, 7, 9, 
11, 13, 15 and 17. Each of these 
charges -alleged conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and mili- 
tary discipline: in that the accus- 
ed ordered Sapper Kuester to 
make on Army Form 'G.825 an 
entry purporting to show that a 
certain quantity of-a stated. com- 
modity had ‘been issued to a cer- 
tain person on a.certain date, 
not being satisfied that that 
quantity of that commodity had 
in fact be2n so issued. 

The Defending Officer’s argu- 
ment with regard to that group 
was based upon a technical point; 
namely, that under no circums- 
tances. could an Army = Form, 
G.825 purport to show that there 
hed been an issue until it bore a 
signature. -. His contention . was 
that the mere’ preparation of the 
form, did _. not purport to’ ghow 


that anything had .been ‘issued: to}.

don. 


This is an order of the Feotball Association 


to the clubs under their jurisdiction. 


When approached on the subjéct 
the F.A, said: “The Ministry of 
Home Security has informed us 
that they do not feel justified in 
accepting the risk of bombs falling 
on a crowd of spectators in the 
open and feel bound, therefore, to 
request this Association to con- 
tinue for the present, the practice 
of suspending matches when «a 


+awarning is received.” 


At the start of the season, the 
Ministry of Home Security decid- 
ed that in the event of an air raid

course - 


warning football matches should 
be susnended until the ‘raiders 
passed" signal. Managements 
were told to advise spectators to 
take refuge on the ground under 
the stands or in any other .sheltec 
on the ground, but not to leave 
the ground to seek shelter else- 
where. Spectators were at liberty 
to go to their homes. These gen- 
eral arrangements were, however, 
subject to any modification the 
police might consider desirable for 
any particular ground. 


Spotters on The Roofs

safely until imminent 
threatened. ; 

Some clubs introduced spotters 
on the roofs of their stands ,to 
signal the approach of immediate 
danger and the matches have con- 
tinued despite the warning.
